the children there do not confine 
themselves to one birthday, but they 
must have three.

For every day 
in the year of the Swedish calendar 
has its own separate name, beside the 
weekly names which other -nations 
have. Sometimes if the parent gives 
the child a second name or a first one 
that cannot be found in the calendar, 
the child loses out on one birthday.

Official Bread 


This {s the way to make official 
bread, given out by the chief cook cf 
the department of agriculture... 

For three pound loaves—make fer- 
ment of one ounce cake compressed 
yeast,.one ounce granulated sugar, 
half ounce salt and twenty ounces wa- 
ter. Place i- eyen temperature for 
an hour. Weigh four and one-half 
‘pounds flour and let it warm.’ Mix 
flour and ferment together. Cover mix- 
ture and warm for twenty minutes. 
If dough is too etiff add lukewarm wa- 
ter. After twenty minutes more take. 
up dough ‘with hands slightly greased 
and fold over over and over fourteen 
times. Cover, set aside for twenty min- 
utes; then fold nine times. After 
twenty’ minutes more mould into 
loaves and bake forty minutes in a 
steady oven 400 to 410 degrees F. A 
cup of water in the oven will make a 
teriderer cust. 


Air Pressure in Tunnels 

The effects of air resistance are Well 
shown in the twelve and a half mile 
Simplon tunnel, where an exception- 
ally. high amount of energy i required 
for vunning the. eclectic trains. The 
tunncl, which is fifteen feet wide and 
eighteén feet high, with a sectional 
area of 250 square feet, has a ventila- 
ting current of 3,530 cibic feet of air 
per second, maintained by two blast 
fans at the Brigue end and two ex- 
haust fans at Iselle. Trains going 
with this current encounter less re- 
sistance than in open air up to fifteen 
and a half miles an hour, but at high- 
er spoeds or.in the opposit« direction 
the resistance is much greater than 
outside, Coasting by gravity down 
the seven Der 1,C0@ maximum gradient 
a\train. cannot exceed chirty-five miles !

“The country banker is interested in farming because ot 
his close relation to it; the city because of his relation to the 
country banks, aud all bankers are interested in agriculture 
because thoy realize it is the country’s most fundamental and 
imporcant industry. They know that the soil is the country’s 
greatest bank, and that their own banks are, as one man put 
it, simply warehouses where the wealth that comes from the 
products can be stored in the form of money and credit. 

“In working together in this agricultural movem-ut, t'e 
bankers. ani the farmors have found the true nature of their 
personal and public relationship. Only when they have ex-

Bankers, however, do not always realize that the interests 
ot the farmers are theirs as well, and only too often d» repon- 
sible farmors get turned down at the bank when they apply 
forloans. On the other band, it often happens that farmers 
who have httle or nothing to offer in the way of secur ity yet 
all they apply for. No particular references are made, but 
farmers residing in Wainwright's vicinity have experienced 
this in the past and only during the past few years has the 
situation altered to any noticeable extent. 

The statements of Mr. Farnsworth only held true when 
banking institutions have shrewd men in their branches to 
work with the farmers. 


Western farmers on thelr 
implements, clothing, house furnish- 
fngs, food ‘and «other ‘necessities. 
While the Western Farmers’ contri- 
‘bution to the country's revenue is not 
Qs large as some of the statements 
‘compiled would lead us to’ believe, 
nevertheless it totals up well in a 
year, The Westerp‘farmer does not 


object to paying his shere of the y 


country’s, revenue on the goods he 
4mportg from foreign countries. He 
has been taught to believe, however, 
Dy certain’ periodicals and organiza- 
tions, that when he buys goods made 
in his own country he is contributing 
the same portion of the value to the 
coffers of the manufacturer as he 
would to the Government if he bought 
imported articles. Hence, the demand 
that the Government, cancel or feduce 
the duty on the articles he ‘buys. If 
this request is granted it is argued 
that the Western farmer will save the 
full amount of the reduction in duty. 
That is to say, if he has been paying 
$100 for an article on which the duty 
is 20 per cent. and if the duty is 
ee out he will only pay $80 and 
be $20 richer, This simple arithme- 
theal deduction implies a supreme con- 
fidence in the disinterestedness, not 
to say philanthropy of the man from 
whom the farmer buys. Human na- 
ture cannot be changed as easily as 
the tariff, and it is not likely that the 
manufacturer, . whether of the Can- 
adian made or, of the foreign article, 
his agent or dealer, or the merchant 
over whose counter hig goods are 
sold, ‘will voluntarily surrender all or 
part. of the reduction to the farmer. 
In fact this attempt at reducing the 
cost of livimg for the Western farmer 
would likely produce only a temporary 
change in the distribution of the 
amount of the reduction, and whether 
the farmer would gain anything by 
it at all: would depend altogether~ on 
the conditions of competition in the 
home market. 

Without commenting:further on this 
pet theory of the free trader, inguiry, 
mjght be made as to whether the 
money the farmer has now paid to, 
the Government could not be used to, 
his own advantage in the West. Last 


year Canada imported about $7, 000,000, 


worth of agricultural implements on 
which the duty paid would be ap- 
proximately $1,250,000, Why not 
mark this million and a quarter as 
it is received gt Ottawa and’ set it 
aside for use in the West , among 
Westerners. If to the agricultural im- 
plement’ duties’ were added the re- 
celpts from the farmers’ imports of 
‘clothes, boots and shoes, hats, car- 
pets, furniture, hardware, automobiles, 
etc, we would have a sum which 
would bulk large in the country’s 
revenue. If expended wisely, under 
the direction of agricultural experts 
in the employ of the Dominion or 
Provincial Governments, this money 
would go a long way in furthering 
mixed farming development in the 
{West. Money could be loaned the 
farmers on easy terms for the pur- 
chase of good stock, sheep, pigs and 
poultry. The machinery for giving 
instructions in better methods of 
farming could be expanded and 
brought more within the reach of the 
individual farmer. The government 
might even go'as far as the C.P.R. 
and sell ready-made ~farms -to ex- 
petienced new comers at a low rate 
of interest. The adoption of the plan 
would be o* immediate practical 
benefit to the people of the West 
, Whether on the farms or in the 
| towns. It would not injure the Can- 
adian manufacturer and his thou- 
sands of workmen, particularly in 
those lines on which the farmer has 
centred his demands for tariff reduc- 
tlon, who do not know what a -—day 
is.going to bring forth in the shape 
of tariff changes involving reorgan- 
ization. =
